Letters  posted  in  Canada  for  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  in  the  United  Kingdom  for 
Canada,  unless  specially  addressed  "  By  Cana- 
dian Steam  Packet,"  or  "  By  Cunard  Steam 
Packet,"  are  despatched  in  the  first  mail  that 
is  made  up — whether  for  Canadian  or  Cunard 
line — after  the  letter  is  posted,  so  that  lettera 
intended  for  the  Canadian  Packets  must  either 
be  posted  on  the  proper  days  for  the  Canadian 
Packet  Mails,  or  bear  the  words  "  By  Canadian 
Mail  Packet"  on  the  address. 

Twopence  sterling,  equal  to  6  cents,  will  be 
charged  on  the  delivery  of  letters  which  have 
been  forwarded  as  above  by  Cunard  Steamer, 
but  on  which  6d  sterling  or  12i  cents,  only  per 
i  oz.  have  been  pre-paid. 

The  charge  on  dead  letters  returned  to  tbe 
writers  is  three  cents  on  each  letter  in  addition 
to  the  postage. 

Soldiers'  and  Seamen's  Letters. — Non-commis- 
sioned officers,  embodied  pensioners,  seamen  and 
soldiers,  and  army  schoolmasters  of  all  but 
first  class,  while  they  are  employed  in  Her 
Majesty's  Service,  can  send  and  receive  letters 
at  the  rate  of  2  cents  each  under  tbe  following 
regulations : 

1.  The  two  cents  must  be  paid  by  postage- 
stamp  at  the  time  the  letter  is  posted. 

2.  The  name  of  the  soldier  or  sailor,  his  class 
or  description,  and  tbe  name  of  the  ship,  corps^ 
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or  detachment  to  which  he  belongs,  mast  be 
specified  in  the  direction  of  the  letter ;  and  in 
the  case  of  letters  stnt  by  Roldiers  or  seamen, 
the  officer  in  command  must  sign  his  name  and 
specify  his  rank,  and  the  name  of  the  ship  or 
regiment,  corps  or  detachment,  which  he  com- 
mands. 

3.  The  letter  must  not  exceed  half  an  ounce 
in  weight. 

4.  The  letter  must  refer  solely  to  the  private 
affairs  of  the  soldier  or  seaman. 

All  the  foregoing  descriptions  must  be/«//y 
written  in  the  address  in  the  following  form,  the 
initials  of  the  name  of  any  ships  or  regiments 
being  insuflScient.

Letters  for  soldiers  or  seamen  may  be  for- 
warded at  the  abore  rate  to  or  through  any 
country  requiring  the  payment  of  any  foreign 
or  transit  rate,  but  subject  to  the  payment  of 
such  foreign  or  transit  rate,  as  may  be  charg- 
able  thereon. 

Soldiers'  and  seamen's  letters  are  not  liable 
to  any  additional  rate  on  re-direction. 

All  soldiers'  and  seamen's  letters  are  con- 
veyed between  Canada  and  the  United  King- 
dom by  the  Canadian  Hue  of  steamers. 

Letters  sent  by  commissioned  or  warrant 
officers,  midshipmen  or  masters'  mates,  en- 
gineers, gunners,  boatswains  or  carpenters  in 
the  navy,  captains'  clerks,  or  first  class  school- 
masters, or  commissioned  or  warrant  officers 
in  the  army,  are  not  included  in  the  privilege 
attached  to  letters  of  soldiers  and  seamen,  but 
are  chargeable  with  the  same  rates  as  ordinary 
letters. 

Soldiers'  and  seamen's  letters  posted  in  Ca- 
nada without  a  compliance  with  the  above 
regulations  are  liable  to  full  postage.  If  posted 
in  accordance  with  the  above  regulations,  but 
without  prepayment  of  2  cents,  they  are  liable 
to  a  charge  of  2d.  sterling  on  delivery  in  the 
United  Kingdom. 

Soldiers'  letters  posted,  and  addressed  to 
places  in  Canada  pass,  under  the  above  regula- 
tions, at  the  reduced  rate  of  two  cents. 

Rates  of  Postage  on  Newspapers. — The  law 
declares  that  for  post  office  purposes  a  news- 
paper shall  be  held  to  mean  a  periodical  pub- 
lished not  less  frequently  than  once  in  each 
week,  and  containing  notices  of  passing  events, 
that  is  to  say,  general  news. 

Although  provision  is  made  for  forwarding 
newspapers  through  the  post,  it  is  not  compul- 


sory on  any  one  to  employ  this  mode  of  tran 
mission  ;  everything  except  letters  may  be  seil 
in  any  other  way. 

A  newspaper  to  pass  at  the  undermentiond 
rates  is  subject  to  the  following  restrictions  • 

1.  It  must  have  no  cover,  or  a  cover  open  i 
both  ends. 

2.  It  must  not  contain  any  enclosure. 

3.  It  must  have  no  writing  or  mark  thereol 
but  the  name  and  address  of  the  person 
whom  it  is  sent,  nor  anything  on  the  cot 
except  such  name  and  address. 

Newspapers  w.hich  are  not  posted  in  accoj 
dance  with  these  regulations,  are  not  forwarl 
cd,  but  are  sent  to  the  Dead  Letter  office  aj 
destroyed. 

An  extra  newspaper,  or  a  supplement  to  I

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temperance,  agriculture,  or  to  any  branch  of 
science,  is  entitled  to  exemption  from  charge. 
The  law  exempts  only  periodicals,  other  than 
newspapers,  printed  in  Canada,  and  devoted 
exclusively  to  the  above  objects. 

Newspapers  addressed  to  Newfoundland  must 
be  pre-paid  three  cents  each,  by  stamp. 

No  United  States  newspapers  of  any  kind  or 
description  (with  the  exception  of  exchange 
papers)  are  on  any  ground  entitled  to  pass 
through  the  Canadian  mails  free  of  postage. 

In  cities  and  towns  where  newspapers  are 
published,  the  printers  and  publishers  should 
send  them  to  the  post  office  put  up  in  a  manner 
to  admit  of  their  being  readily  counted,  and,  if 
necessary,  withdraw  from  their  covers  for 
examination.  The  newspapers  for  each  office 
also  should  be  made  up  in  strong  paper  in  a 
separate  parcel,  which  should  be  plainly  ad- 
dressed. 

Wlien  the  numbers  of  a  newspaper  published 
in  Canada,  or  in  either  of  the  other  British 
North  American  Provinces,  or  in  the  United 
States,  and  issued  daily,  have  remained  in  a 
post  office  in  Canada  uncalled  for  during  two 
weeks  ;  of  a  newspaper  issued  semi-weekly,  or 
tri-weekly,  during  three  weeks ;  of  a  newspaper 
issued  weekly,  during  one  month  ;  and  of  a 
monthly  periodical  during  two  months,  or 
when  such  newspapers  and  periodicals  have 
been  refused  to  be  taken  by  the  party  to  whom 
addressed,  the  postmaster  is  instructed  to  notify 
the  respective  publishers  in  the  proper  form, 
which  is  to  pass  free  of  postage.  If  the  news- 
paper or  periodical  continues  to  arrive  after 
the  notice  has  been  sent,  the  postmaster  is 
instructed  to  notify  the  publisher  in  the  same 
way  a  second  time,  specially  calling  his  at- 
tention to  the  first  notice. 

To  enclose  a  letter,  or  any  writing,  or  to 
make  any  written  marks  to  serve  the  purposes 
of  a  letter,  or  to  enclose  any  other  thing  (except 
publishers'  accounts  and  receipts,  as  before 
mentioned)  in  a  newspaper  posted  to  pass  as  a 
newspaper,  is  a  misdemeanor.  Postmasters 
are  requested  at  once  to  transmit  all  newspapers 
containing  such  writing,  inarks,  and  enclosures, 
to  the  Postmaster  General. 

Periodical  Publications. — Periodical  publica- 
tions are  publications  issued  at  regular  intervals, 
but  less  frequently  than  once  per  week. 

Periodical  publications  can  be  transmitted  by 
post  to  any  part  of  Canada  and  the  United 
States  at  the  following  rates  : 

Periodicals  passing  by  Mail  in  Canada. — The 
rate  on  all  Periodicals,  other  than  Newspapers, 
passing  by  Mail  in  Canada,  save  such  as  may 
be  addressed  to  or  received  from  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  such  as  are  exempted  from 
postage  by  Statute,  is  one  cent  per  4  oz.  weight 
of  package  containing  periodical  matter,  whe- 
ther the  package  contain  one  or  more  numbers. 

Any  fraction  of  4  oz.  to  be  charged  as  a  full 
rate. 

On  Periodicals  posted  from  the  Office  of 
publication  or  by  News  Agents  or  Booksellers, 
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to  regular  subscribers  within  the  Province,  this 
rate  may  remain  to  be  collected  on  delivery, 
and  must  in  such  cases  be  marked  upon  the 
packages  and  charged  in  the  Letter  Bills ;  but 
when  mailed  to  go  out  of  the  Province,  such 
Periodical  matter  must  be  prepaid  by  Postage 
Stamp.  British  and  United  States  Periodicals 
may  be  posted  in  Canada  by  News  Agents  and 
Booksellers  to  regular  Subscribers  in  the  Pro- 
vince under  this  regulation. 

Transient  Periodical  matter  posted  in  Canada 
must  in  all  cases  be  prepaid  by  Postage  Stamp. 

The  above  rate  is  payable  on  delivery  on  all 
Periodical  matter  received  from  the  United 
States,  except  that  Canadian  Editors  may 
receive  Exchange  Periodicals  from  the  United 
States  free  of  Canadian  Postage. 

Canadian  Periodicals  posted  for  United  King- 
dom by  Canadian  Packets. — Periodicals,  printed 
and  published  in  Canada,  may  be  posted 
addressed  to  any  place  in  the  United  Kingdom 
by  Canadian  Packet,  on  prepayment  by  Postage 
Stamp  of  two  cents  each  number. 

This  rate  is  applicable  to  all  classes  of 
Canadian  Periodicals  posted  as  above  for  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  exemption  to  which 
certain  classes  of  Canadian  Periodicals  are 
entitled,  extending  to  such  numbers  only  as 
are  addressed  from  the  Office  of  publication  to 
places  within  the  Province. 

Periodicals  printed  in  Canada  other  than 
newspapers  when  specially  devoted  to  educa- 
tion, meaning  the  instruction  of  youih  (both 
religious  and  general),  to  agriculture,  to  tem- 
perance, or  to  any  branch  of  science,  and 
addressed  directly  from  the  office  of  publica- 
tion, to  bo  transmitted  to  any  post  office  in 
Canada,  are  conveyed  by  mail  free  of  charge. 
Such  periodicals  must  not  contain  general 
news  or  general  advertisements,  or  they  for- 
feit their  claim  to  exemption. 

A  periodical  devoted  to  education  to  pass 
free  must  be  either  strictly  scholastic  in  its 
subject  matter,  or  manifestly  adapted  and  in- 
tended for  juvenile  as  distinguished  from  adult 
instruction.  It  is  in  this  primary  sense  that 
the  word  Education,  whether  religious  or 
secular,  is  iinderstood  to  be  used.  Religious 
publications  are  not  as  a  class  entitled  to  ex- 
emption from  charge.  The  law  exempts  only 
those  which  come  within  the  foregoing  defini- 
tions. It  must,  however,  be  borne  in  mind  that 
when  such  periodicals  are  addressed  to  the 
United  Kingdom  or  to  foreign  countries,  they 
become  liable  to  ordinary  periodical  (as  above) 
postage. 

No  United  States  periodical  of  any  kind  or 
description  can,  upon  any  ground,  claim  ex- 
emption from  Canadian  postage. 

Parcels  of  unbound  periodicals  may  be  re- 
turned by  a  subscriber  to  the  office  of  publica- 
tion at  the  rate  of  two  cents  per  8  oz.  or 
fraction  of  8  oz. 

Periodicals  to  pass  at  the  above  rates  must 
be  put  up  in  covers  open  at  the  ends  or  sides  ; 
and  if  these  regulations  are  not  complied  with, 


or  if  such  periodicals  are  found  to  contain  anl 
writing  other  than  the  address,  they  are  liabll 
to  full  letter  rates  of  postage. 

No  packet  of  periodicals  can  be  forwardeJ 
through  the  post  if  exceeding  the  weight 
48  oz. 

Bound  volumes  of  any  periodical  pnblishel 
in  Canada  may  be  forwarded  at  the  rates  anl 
under  the  conditions  described  under  tU 
article  Book  Post. 

Book  Po8^— Books  bound  or  unbound  poste 
in  Canada,  and  addressed  to  any  office  in  Cal 
nada,  British  North  America  and  the  Uaitel 
States,  are  chargeable  with  a  rate  of  1  cei| 
per  oz.,  which  must  be  pre-paid  by  postag 
stamps.

sion  of  letters) ;  and  the  books,  maps,  pap 
&c.,  may  be  either  written,  printed  or  plain,  ■ 
any  mixture  of  the  three,  and  may  be  eitfl 
British,  Colonial,  or  Foreign. 

All  legitimate  binding,  mounting,  or  cotI 
ing  of  the  same,  or  a  portion  thereof,  will  [ 
allowed  as  part  of  the  packet,  whether  stf 
binding,  &c.,  be  loose  or  attached,  as  a| 
rollers  in  the  case  of  prints  and  maps,  a|

[overer,  sent  in  packages  to  one  address,  they

[Prices  current  enclosed  in  envelopes  sealed  or 
Hied  are  by  the  regulations  of  the  imperial 
lost  office  liable  to  letter  postage. 


Lithographed  letters  and  circulars  are  allow- 
ed to  pass  through  the  Post  at  the  same  rate  as 
printed  circulars. 

Printed  Votes  and  Proceedings  of  the  Imperial 
Parliament  and  Colonial  Legislatures  pass  to 
and  from  the  United  Kingdom  at  the  ordinary 
book  post  charge. 

Parcel  Post. — Parcels  closed  at  the  ends  and 
aides,  and  not  exceeding  3  lbs.  in  weight,  may 
be  posted  at  any  post-office  in  Canada  at  th© 
following  rates :

The  following  conditions  must  be  carefully- 
observed  : 

1.  No  letter  or  letters  shall  be  enclosed. 

2.  The  parcel  shall  not  contain  any  explosive 
substance,  glass,  liquids,  or  other  matter  likely 
to  injure  the  ordinary  contents  of  the  mail. 

3.  The  weight  of  the  parcel  shall  not  exceed 
3  lbs.,  nor  the  size  exceed  one  foot  in  length  or 
breadth,  or  six  inches  in  thickness. 

4.  The  postage  must  be  pre-paid  by  stamps. 

5.  The  parcel  should  have  the  words  "  By 
Parcel  Post"  plainly  written  on  the  address. 
It  should  be  well  and  strongly  put  up,  and  be 
legibly  addressed  to  the  post-office  address  of 
the  intended  receiver,  the  name  of  the  County 
in  which  the  said  office  is  situated  being  added. 

If  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender  be 
written  on  the  parcel,  it  will,  if  delivery  should 
fail  from  any  cause,  be  returned  from  the  Dead 
Letter  office  unopened  to  the  sender,  on  pay- 
ment of  any  additional  rate  for  the  return  con- 
veyance. 

If  the  number  of  stamps  affixed  to  a  parcel 
be  insufficient  to  pre-pay  the  proper  rate,  the 
amount  deficient  will  be  rated  unpaid,  with  a 
fine  of  10  cents  in  addition. 

Parcels  may  be  registered  on  pre-payment^ 
by  stamp  of  five  cents  in  addition  to  the  post-> 
age.  When  registered,  the  postmaster  should 
give  a  receipt  to  the  party  posting  the  parcel. 
Parcels  sent  by  post  may  contain  books,  da- 
guerreotypes, photographs,  printers'  proofs  and 
copy,  military  returns,  states  and  rolls,  con- 
taining written  figures  and  signatures ;  returns, 
deeds,  legal  papers,  and  all  transmissions  of  a 
like  character  not  being  strictly  letters. 

To  enclose  a  letter  or  letters,  or  any  writing 
intended  to  serve  the  purpose  of  a  letter,  in  a 
parcel  intended  for  the  Parcel  Post,  is  a  mis- 
demeanor. 

Should  it  be  ascertained  that  a  packet  posted 
for  the  Parcel  Post  contains  a  letter  or  letters 
the  stamps  it  may  bear  will  be  cancelled  and 
the  parcel  rated  as  a  letter  with  full  unpaid 
rates. 

Parcels  cannot  be  transmitted  by  post  at  the 
above  rates  to  any  place  beyond  the  limits  of 
I  the  Province  of  Canada. 
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The  following  is  an  example  of  the  address 
recommended  :

Franking  and  Free  Letters. — The  following 
matter  is  exempt  from  Provincial  Postage  : 

All  letters  and  other  mailable  matter  ad- 
dressed to  or  sent  by  the  Governor-General  of 
Canada,  or  addressed  to  or  sent  by  any  Public 
Department  at  the  seat  of  Government. 

AH  letters  and  other  mailable  matter  ad- 
dressed to  or  seat  by  the  Speaker  or  Chief  Clerk 
of  the  Legislative  Council,  or  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly,  or  to  or  by  any  member  of  the 
Legislature  at  the  seat  of  Government  during 
any  Session  of  the  Legislature,  or  addressed  to 
any  of  the  members  or  officers  in  this  section 
mentioned  at  the  seat  of  Government  as  afore- 
said, during  the  ten  days  next  before  the  meet- 
ing of  Parliament. 

All  public  documents  and  printed  papers  sent 
by  the  speaker  or  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  or'the  Legislative  Assembly,  to  any 
member  of  either  of  the  said  branches  of  the 
Legislature  of  Canada,  during  the  recess  of 
Parliament. 

All  papers  printed  by  order  of  either  branch 
of  the  Legislature  of  Canada,  sent  by  members 
of  either  branch  of  the  said  Legislature  either 
during  the  Session  or  recess. 

Public  documents  and  printed  papers  sent 
under  the  two  foregoing  clauses,  should  bear 
as  part  of  the  address,  the  bona  fide  superscrip- 
tion of  the  Speaker,  Chief  Clerk,  or  officer 
specially  deputed  for  this  purpose  to  act  for 
those  functionaries,  or  of  the  member  sending 
the  same. 

All  letters  to  and  from  the  postmaster  general 
and  the  deputy  postmaster  general ;  and  all 
official  communications  to  and  from  the  post 
office  department,  and  to  and  from  the  post 
office  inspectors,  are  to  pass  free  of  any  pro- 
vincial postage. 

Letters  on  Her  Majesty's  service  passing  be- 
tween the  United  Kingdom  and  Canada,  to  or 
from  the  following  Imperial  Military  Depart- 
ments, are  exempt  from  Canadian  postage  :

Mating  ani  Refunding  Postage. — Postmast- 
ers in  Canada  are  allowed  to  refund  postage  in 
the  following  cases  only :

Postage    incorrectly    charged    on    editor'i 
notices  addressed  to  publishers  and  editors  and  I 
exchange  papers,  which   should   legally 'pajj 
without  charge. 

All  other  claims  for  the  return  or  abatfiment 
of  postage  must  be   specially  referred  to  the 
postmaster  general  for  his  decision,  with  the  I 
letter  or  packet  on  which  the  return  is  claimed. 

Undelivered  and  Dead  Letters. — All  letters  re^ 
maining  undelivered  in  a  post  office  on  the  firstl 
of  each  month,  excepting  drop  letters  and  suclil 
letters  as  are  dally  called  for,  are  advertised  in! 
a  list  posted  at  the  office  door  for  the  informa>i 
tion  of  the  public. 

If  a  newspaper  is  published  in  the  neighbor-L 
hood,  the  postmaster  is,  at  the  discretion  of  the! 
Postmaster-General,  directed  to  insert  this  M 
therein,  provided  the  proprietor  will  give  itin-j 
sertion  at  the  authorized  rate. 

Parties  applying  at  an  office  for  advertised 
letters  should  always  ask  for  them  as  such. 

Letters  and  papers  after  remaining  undeiivJ 
ered  in  an  office  for  three  months  are  sent  to  tha 
Dead  Letter  office,  as  also  are  all  letters  refusea 
by  the  persons  to  whom  they  are  addressed,  oi 
letters  addressed  to  persons  deceased. 

Letters  are  opened  in  the  Dead  Letter  officd 
in  order  that  they  may,  when  necessary,  be  reJ 
turned  to  the  writers. 

Registration. — By  the  pre-payment  of  M 
following  fee,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  postj 
age,  letters  and  parcels  can  be  registered  at  th( 
office  at  which  posted  :

Every  letter  or  parcel  containing  value  shoulj 
be  marked  for  registration  and  presented  tothf 
postmaster  or  his  clerk,  and  a  receipt  obtainel 
therefor.  On  no  account  should  it  be  droppej 
into  a  letter  box. 

When  letters  are  registered,  both  the  postajj 
and  the  registration  lee  must  in  all  cases 
pre-paid. 


Books,   periodicals,    newspapers,   circularl 
and  other  printed  matter  cannot  be  registeref 
unless  prepaid  the  full  letter  rates,  in  additia 
to  the  ordinary  registration  fee. 

Registered  letters  and  packets  can  only  I 
delivered  to  the  parties  to  whom  they  ad 
addressed  or  to  their  order ;  and  a  receipt  muj 
be  given  on  the  delivery  of  each  registeref 
letter  in  a  book  kept  by  every  postmaster  fl 
that  purpose. 
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It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  post 
office  is  not  responsible  for  the  safe  delivery  of 
a  registered  letter  or  parcel.  The  registration 
simply  makes  its  transmission  more  secure,  by 
tendering  it  practicable  to  trace  it,  when  pass- 
ing from  one  place  to  another  in  Canada,  from 
its  receipt  to  its  delivery  ;  and  when  addressed 
from  any  place  in  Canada  to  any  place  in  the 
I  United  States,  the  United  Kingdom,  or  parts 
abroad,  if  not  to  its  delivery,  at  least  to  the 
I  frontier  or  port  of  despatch. 

Postage    Stamps. — Every   postmaster   is   rc- 

uiiired  to  have  on  hand  a  sufficient  stock  of 

postage  stamps,  and  to  sell  them  to  the  public  at 

1  cent,  5  cents,  10   cent",  12J    cents,  and  17 

I  cents,  each. 

Letter  envelopes  are  also  provided  with  me- 
lallion  stamps  equivalent  to  5  cents  and  10 
I  cents  postage  each.  The  five  cent  envelopes  are 
iold  singly  at  6  cents  each  ;  66  cents  per  dozen  ; 
$5,30  per  hundred.  The  10  cent  envelopes*  are 
sold  singly  at.  11  cents  each  ;  $1.26  per  dozen, 
|jI0.3O  per  hundred. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  Postmaster  Gene- 
Irai,  postage  stamps  are  sold  to  certain  dealers 
I  la  the  principal  cities  to  retail  again  to  the 
I  public. 

Pre-payment  of  letters  should,  in  all  cases 
lifherc  practicable,  be  made  by  postage  stamps. 

A  mutilated  stamp,  or  a  stamp  cut  in  half, 
|i3  not  recognized  in  pre-payment  of  postage. 

A  medallion  stamp  cannot  be  accepted  in  pre- 
I  payment  of  postage  separated  from  the  envelope 
I  of  which  it  may  have  formed  a  part. 

No  British  stamps,  or  stamps  of  a  foreign 
[country,  can  be  received  in  pre-payment  of 
[postage  in  Canada. 

In  affixing  the  stamp  to  the  letter,  wet  slightly 
lie  corner  of  the  envelope  and  the  gummed 
pide  of  the  stamp,  and  gently  press  the  stamp 

1  it  is  firmly  fixed.  Stamps  should  be  placed 
Ion  the  front  or  address  side  of  the  letter,  and  on 
lihe  right  hand  upper  corner. 

Letters  cannot  be  pre-paid  partly  in  stamps 
lind  partly  in  money :  the  postage  must  be 
Ipre-paid  either  wholly  in  stamps  or  wholly  in 
I money. 

If  the  stamps  affixed  to  a  letter  addressed  to 
liny  place  in  British  North  America  be  not  ade- 
huate  to  the  proper  postage  the  letter  is  rated 
pith  an  amount  equal  to  deficiency. 

Letters  adressed  to  the  United  States,  on 
[which  stamps  are  affixed  representing  less  than 
[ike  amount  of  postage  to  which  the  letters  are 

iable,  are  rated  with  full  unpaid  postage. 

Postage  stamps  are  received  at  all  post  offices 
jinpayment  of  postage  onunpaid  letters  delivered 
I  therefrom. 

[PosMge  Rates  on  certain  Miscellaneous  Matter 
passing  within  the  province  of  Canada,  or  to 
mdfroin  the  United  States. 

1.  Packages  of  seeds,  cuttings,  bulbs,  roots 
Imd  scions,  or  grafts,  may  be  posted  in  Canada 
jfor  delivery  within  the  Province  or  to  an  ad- 
llress  within  the  United  States,  on  pre-payment 


by  postage  stamps  of  a  rate  of  one  cent  per 
ounce ;  and  when  received  from  the  United 
States  to  any  place  in  Canada,  such  packages 
may  bo  delivered  on  payment  by  the  person 
addressed,  of  a  like  rate. 

2.  The  limit  of  weight  for  such  packages  will 
be  one  pound.  No  communication,  whether 
writtten  or  printed,  must  be  enclosed  in  them; 
and  they  must  be  so  put  up  as  to  be  easy  of  ex- 
amination, for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  al- 
leged contents.  If  put  up  in  bags,  the  bags  must 
be  simply  tied  at  the  neck,  so  as  to  admit  of 
inspection  ; — and,  in  the  case  of  such  package, 
mailed  in  Canada,  the  nature  of  the  content.", 
such  as  "  seeds,"  "  roots,"  &c.,  as  the  case  may 
be,  must  be  marked  on  the  package  by  tho 
sender,  as  a  statement  of  the  claim  to  pass  at 
the  reduced  rate  hereby  made  applicable  to 
such  matter. 

3.  Book  manuscript,  and  printers'  proof- 
sheets  (whether  corrected  or  not),  maps,  prints, 
drawings,  engravings,  photographs  when  not  on 
glass  or  in  cases  containing  glass,  and  sheet 
music  (whether  printed  or  written),  may  pass 
in  covers  open  at  the  end  or  sides,  and  provided 
that  no  letter,  or  other  communication  intended 
to  serve  the  purpose  of  a  letter,  bo  enclosed 
therein,  on  pre-payment,  when  posted  in  Canada, 
by  postage  stamp  of  the  ordinary  printed-mat- 
ter  rate  of  one  cent  per  ounce  ;  or  upon  payment 
of  that  rate  on  delivery  of  such  matter  when 
received  in  the  mails  from  the  United  States. 

Transmission  of  Books,  Patterns  of  Merchandize 
and  Samples,  between  Canada  and  the  United 
Kingdom. 

4.  Patterns  of  merchandize,  and  samples,^ 
may  be  forwarded  between  Canada  and  the 
United  Kingdom,  by  the  Canadian  Packet  Mails,^ 
at  book-post  rates,  and  subject  to  the  following 
conditions : — 

A.  The  patterns  or  samples  must  no  the  of 
any  intrinsic  value;  and  this  rule  excludes  all 
articles  of  a  saleable  nature,  and  whatever 
may  have  a  value  of  its  own,  apart  from  its 
mere  use  as  a  pattern  ;  nor  must  the  quantity 
of  any  material  or  article  sent  as  a  pattern  or 
sample  be  so  great  that  it  could  have  on  this 
ground  an  intrinsic  value. 

B.  The  patterns,  Ac,  must  be  sent  in  covers 
open  at  the  ends,  so  as  to  be  easy  of  examina- 
tion. Samples,  however,  of  seeds,  drugs,  and 
such  like,  which  cannot  be  sent  in  open  covers, 
may  be  enclosed  in  bags  of  linen  or  other  ma- 
terial, simply  tied  at  the  neck  ;  but  bags  closed 
against  inspection,  although  transparent,  must 
not  be  used  for  the  purpbse. 

C.  There  must  be  no  writing  or  printing 
other  than  the  address  of  the  person  for  whom 
the  packet  is  intended,  the  manufacturer's  or 
trade  mark  and  number,  and  the  price  of  the 
article. 

D.  Any  infringement  of  the  above  regula- 
tions will  render  the  packet  liable  to  be  treated 
and  charged  as  a  letter. 
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E.  The  rule  vrhich  forbids  the  transmission 
through  the  Post  of  any  article  likely  to  injure 
the  contents  of  the  mail  bags,  will  apply  to 
patterns  and  samples  ;  and  any  package  trans- 
gressing this  rule  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Post- 
master General. 

6.  The  book  post  rate  between  Canada  and 
the  United  Kingdom  remains  unaltered  at  7 
cents  for  a  packet  weighing  not  more  than  4 
ounces : — 

For  a  packet  exceeding  4  oz.  and  not  exceed- 
ing )  lb. — 12J  cents.  For  a  packet  exceeding 
i  lb.  and  not  exceeding  1  lb. — 25  cents.  For 
a  packet  exceeding  1  lb.  and  not  exceeding 
IJ  lb.

<!ents  for  each  additional  i  lb.  or  fraction  of  \ 
lb.  weight. 

6.  No  prints  or  printed  matter  will  be  allow- 
ed to  pass  by  book  post  between  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Canada,  unless  printed  on  paper, 
parchment,  or  vellum. 

MONEY  ORDERS. 

Post  offices  in  Canada  at  which  money  orders 
are  issued  and  paid,  are  distinguished  in  the 
List  of  Post  Offices  by  being  printed  in  italics. 

Every  money  order  office  in  Canada  issues 
money  orders  on  every  other  money  order  office 
in  Canada,  as  well  as  on  every  money  order 
office  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Every  money 
order  office  in  the  United  Kingdom  also  issues 
money  orders  on  every  money  order  office  in 
Canada. 

The  rate  of  commission  charged  on  money 
orders  drawn  by  one  money  order  office  in 
Canada  on  any  other  money  order  office  in 
Canada,  is  as  follows : 

If  not  exceeding  in  amount  $10 5  cts.

No  half  cents  can  be  introduced  into  orders. 

No  money  order  exceeding  $100  in  amount 
can  be  granted  on  any  office  in  Canada  ;  but 
postmasters  are  at  liberty  to  grant  two  or  more 
orders  for  $100  or  for  any  lesser  sum.  They 
cannot,  however,  grant  two  or  more  orders  for 
sums  of  or  under  $30  on  the  same  day  to  the 
same  applicant  in  favor  of  the  same  payee. 


Tables  showing  the  amount  of  Provincial 
currency  required  for  money  orders  issued  id 
Canada  upon  the  United  Kingdom,  in  addition 
to  the  commission,  and  money  orders  issued  il 
the  United  Kingdom  upon  Canada,  will  b]

Applicants  for  money  orders  should  aiwavJ 
use  the  printed  application  forms,  in  whici 
they  should  fill  up  the  particulars  of  tlic  ordel 
required.  These  forms  are  supplied  gratuil 
tously  at  all  money  order  offices.  f 

The  Christian  and  surnames  in  full,  aDdresia 
dences,  both  of  the  remitter  and  payee,  shoulJ 
be  furnished  to  the  issuing  ])ostmaster.  Whei 
a  married  woman  is  either  the  remitter  ol 
payee,  her  own  Christian  name  should  be  givea 
and  not  that  of  her  husband,  thus — 

"  Mrs  Mary  Smith,"  not  "  Mrs.  John  Smith.l 

If  the  remitter  or  payee  be  a  Peer  or  aBishon 
his  ordinary  title  is  sufficient.  If  a  firni 
the  usual  designation  of  such  firm  will  guffica 
such  as  "  Baring  Bros.,"  "  Smith  &  Son,"  "  Jona 
&  Co."  1 

Parties  procuring  money  orders  should  ei 
amine  them  carefully  to  see  that  they  are  prd 
perly  filled  up  and  stamped.  This  caution  wil 
appear  the  more  necessary  when  it  is  undea 
stood  that  any  important  defect  in  these  rj 
spects  will  throw  difficulties  in  the  way  of  { 
ment. 

Money  orders,  which,  in  consequence  of  mi^ 
apprehension  of  the  name  of  the  remitter  ( 
place  of  payment,  have  been  erroneously  mail 
out,  can  be  returned  to  the  postmaster,  andj 
correct  order  given  in  exchange  ;  a  new  con 
mission,  however,  will  be  charged  on  the  coj 
rected  order. 

Parties  obtaining  money  orders  on  Canadiai 
offices,  can  procure  re-payment  thereof  on  pr^ 
sentation  of  the  orders  at  the  office  at  wbi(j 
issued,  signing  the  receipt  at  the  foot,   hi 
order,   however,  can  be   re-paid  without  tlT 
authority  of  tlie  superintendent,unless  presents 
for  re-payment  on  the  day  on  which  it  is  issue^ 
Neither  can  orders  on  the  United  Kingdom  I 
re-paid  without  his  special  authority. 

When  a  remitter  desires  an  order  on  tH 
United  Kingdom  to  be  pa'd  through  a  bank, 
is  left  to  his  option  to  give  or  withhold  tlj 
name  of  the  payee,  or  to  substitute  for  tlj 
name  of  the  payee  any  other  designation  ( 
modification  such  as  "  the  Cashier  of  the  BodI 
of  England,"  "  the  Chief  Clerk  of  theForeid 
Office."  Such  orders  must,  however,  be  crosj 
ed  by  the  issuing  postmaster  with  the  namef 
the  bank  through  which  the  order  is  to  be  pail 

The  issue  of  money  orders  on  credit,  or  fJ 
cheques  not  marked  "  good "  by  the  ii^ 
drawn  upon,  is  strictly  prohibited. 

If  a  payee  is  unable  to  write,  he  ni"st  si^ 
the  receipt  at  the  foot  of  the  order,  \r  Ui?  pri 
sence  of  the  paying  postmaster,  by  making  hi 
mark,  to  be  witnessed  in  writing;  as,  for e^ 
ample :  His 

Witness — John  Kenny,  Joieph  -f  Allen. 

Queen  Street,  Toronto.  Mark. 
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In  cases  of  money  orders  issued  in  Canada, 
I  pojtmasters  are  at  liberty  to  accept  the  written 
order  of  the  payee  on  the  order  itself  in  favor 
Ufa  second  person,  if  through  illness  or  insu- 
perable difficulty  the  payee  is  prevented  from 
presenting  the  order  in  person. 

When  a  Canadian  money  order  has  been  lost, 
eiiher  by  the  remitter  or  payee,  the  circum- 
stance must  be  made  known  to  the  superinten- 
tendent,  who,  under  certain  precautions,  will 
I  issue  a  duplicate. 

Duplicates  of  sterling  orders  can  only  be 
[granted  by  the  paying  country.  Thus  the  Bri- 
nish post  office  issues  duplicates  of  orders 
I  drawn  in  Canada  on  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
Canadian  Head  Money  Order  Office  grants 
[duplicates  of  orders  drawn  in  the  United  King- 
lorn  on  Canada. 

Money  orders  which  are  not  presented  until 
loae  full  year  after  their  date  are  considered  as 
[lipsed  orders,  and  caunot  be  paid  without'  the 
[special  permission  of  the  superintendent.  In 
jail  such  cases  satisfactory  reasons  should  be 
I  given  explanatory  of  the  delay  in  the  presenta- 
ition  of  the  order. 

The  Deputy  Postmasters  General  of  Malta 
jaiid  Gibraltar  are  authorized  to  issue  money 
jotders  on  the  several  money  order  offices  in 
ICanada.  Money  order  offices  in  Canada  do 
liot,  however,  grant  money  orders  on  Malta  and 
ICibraltar. 

General  Regulations.— Voatm&aters  and  cer- 
Itaia  other  officers  of  the  department  are  not 
Iwempt  from  serving  on  juries  or  inquests,  or 
liithe  militia,  This  exemption  applies  to  mail 
Itirriers,  but  not  to  assistants  appointed  and 
jpaid  by  postmasters. 

The  postmasters  of  Quebec,  Montreal,  Three 
iRivers,  and  Sherbrooke,  and  the  postmasters  of 
liicorporated  cities  and  towns  in  Upper  Canada, 
Idivided  into  wards,  and  other  officers  of  the 
iPost  Office  Department,  excepting  Postmasters 
lit  other  than  the  above  places,  cannot  legally 
Itote  at  the  election  of  any  member  of  the 
iLegislative  Council  or  of  the  Legislative  As- 
|iembly. 

Postmasters  are  not  authorized  to  give  credit 
fcr  postage  :  if  they  do  so  it  is  entirely  at  their 
jdworisk. 

A  letter  once  posted  becomes  the  property  of 
lie  person  to  whom  it  is  addressed,  and  must 
lie  forwarded  according  to  its  direction.  On 
po  application,  however  urgent,  can  it  be 
Idelivered  back  to  the  writer,  or  to  any  other 
Iperson. 

A  letter  addressed  to  a  firm  may  be  delivered 
foany  member  of  the  firm.  If  addressed  to 
_KTeral  persons,  it  may  be  delivered  to  any  one 
iof  them. 

A  letter  delivered  to  the  wrong  person  in 
Itonsequence  of  bis  name  being  the  same  as 
Ittat  of  the  person  for  whom  the  letter  is  really 
liotended,  should  be  at  once  returned  to  the 
jpoatmaster  from  whom  received,  the  party 
Ifriting  on  the  cover  "  opened  by  me  through 
jinistake,"  and  signing  his  name  thereto. 


Letters  posted  without  any  direction  or  ad- 
dressed so  imperfectly  that  they  cannot  be  for- 
warded to  their  intended  destinations,  and  also 
unpaid  or  insufficiently  paid  letters  addressed 
to  countries  to  which  letters  cannot  be  sent 
without  the  postage  is  pre-paid,  are  returned 
to  the  writers  through  the  Dead  Letter  Office. 

No  information  can  be  given  respecting  let- 
ters which  pass  through  a  post  office  except  to 
the  persons  to  whom  they  are  addressed. 

Parties  desiring  their  letters  and  papers  to 
be  re-directed  should  send  an  intimation  tu 
that  effect,  in  writing,  to  the  postmaster  of  the 
office  from  which  the  letters  and  papers  are  to 
be  re-directed. 

Postmasters  are  allowed  to  re-direct  letters 
to  the  known  places  of  residence  of  the  parties 
to  whom  they  are  addressed,  after  allowing  a 
reasonable  time  to  elapse  without  their  being 
called  for. 

Letters  and  papers  are  not  subject  to  any  ad- 
ditional charge  when  re-directed  from  one  post 
office  in  Canada  to  another  post  office  in  Ca- 
nada. 

Postmasters  are  instructed  not  to  receive  any 
letter  or  packet  which  there  is  good  reason  to 
believe  contains  glass  or  anything  likely  to  in- 
jure the  contents  of  the  mail  bag  or  the  person 
of  any  officer  of  the  post  office. 

A  postmaster  is  not  legally  bound  to  furnish 
change  ;  but  may  require  that  the  exact  amount 
of  postage  on  any  letter  or  packet  be  tendered 
to  him  in  current  coin,  or  in  Canada  postage 
stamps. 

Postmasters  and  their  assistants  in  the  above 
matter,  as  well  as  in  dll  their  official  intercourse 
with  the  public,  are  expected  to  affijrd  every 
accommodation,  and  to  treat  every  person  hav- 
ing business  at  their  offices  with  the  utmost 
courtesy. 

Letters  cannot  be  delivered  at  any  inter- 
mediate office  en  route,  but  must  be  conveyed 
to  the  office  to  which  they  are  addressed. 

Mail  couriers  are  bound  to  receive  letters 
oflFered  to  them  whilst  on  the  road  between  one 
post  office  and  another,  provided  that  when  a 
letter  is  so  offered  the  distance  from  the  nearest 
post  office  exceeds  one  mile.  Such  letters  are 
termed  Way  Letters,  and  are  subject  to  the 
ordinary  rates  of  postage. 

Suggestions  for  the  Public. — Facility  will  be 
given  to  the  post  office  in  the  discharge  of  its 
daily  duties,  and  greater  security  afforded  to 
the  public,  by  careful  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing recommendations : 

Post  all  letters  and  newspapers,  &c.,  as  early 
S3  practicable,  especially  when  sent  in  large 
numbers . 

When  a  number  of  newspapers  are  addressed 
to  the  same  office,  put  them  up  in  one  parcel. 

When  a  number  of  circulars  are  posted,  tie 
them  up  in  a  bundle,  with  the  addresses  all  in 
one  direction. 

Address  letters,  papers,  &c.,  in  a  legible  and 
complete  manner,  always  giving  the  name  of 
the  post  office ;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one 
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post  office  of  that  name,  the  name  of  the  coun- 
ty in  which  situated.  In  case  of  letters  going 
abroad,  the  name  of  the  country  as  well  as  of 
the  town  and  city,  should  be  given  in  full.  Let- 
ters, for  example,  intended  for  London,  Eng- 
land, if  simply  addressed  "  London,"  would 
be  forwarded  to  London,  Canada  West,  and 
thus  be  delayed. 

See  that  every  letter,  newspaper,  or  other  pac- 
ket sent  by  post,  is  securely  folded  and  sealed. 
Every  such  packet  has  to  be  several  times  hand- 
led ;  and  even  when  In  the  mail  bag,  is  expo- 
sed to  pressure  and  friction.  Unless,  therefore, 
the  article  be  light  and  pliant,  it  should  be  en- 
closed in  strong  paper,  linen,  parchment,  or 
some  other  material  which  will  not  readily  tear 
or  break. 

When  dropping  a  letter  or  newspaper  into  a 
letter-box,  always  see  that  the  packet  falls  into 
the  box,  and  does  not  stick  in  its  passage. 

Never  seal  letters  for  the  East  or  West  In- 
dies and  other  hot  climates,  with  wax.  Such  a 
practice  is  attended  with  much  inconvenience, 
and  frequently  with  serious  injury,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  melting  of  the  wax,  and  the  adhe- 
sion of  the  letters  to  each  other.  In  all  such 
cases  use  either  wafers  or  gum,  and  advise 
your  correspondents  in  the  country  referred  to, 
to  do  the  same. 

Never  send  money  or  other  articles  of  value 
through  the  post  office,  except  either  by  means 
of  ft  money  order  or  in  a  registered  letter.  Care- 
fully secure  every  letter  or  packet  containing 
money  or  value,  first  with  gum  and  afterwards 
with  good  sealing  wax,  on  which  make  the 
clear  impression  of  a  seal. 

In  posting  a  registered  letter  or  packet, 
always  obtain  a  receipt  for  the  same  at  the 
office  where  posted. 

When  letters  or  papers  are  delayed  or  miss- 
ing, at  once  communicate  the  fact  to  the  Post- 
master General  or  to  the  Inspector  of  the  divi- 
sion in  which  is  situated  the  post  office  at 
which  the  delayed  or  missing  letters  were  pos- 
ted. In  case  of  a  missing  letter  enclosing  va- 
lue, state  the  exact  contents,  the  exact  address, 
and  the  office  at  which  posted  ;  the  name  of  the 
person  by  whom  posted,  and  the'  name  of  the 
person  by  whom  received  at  the  office.  In  the 
case  of  a  delayed  letter  or  paper,  send  the  co- 
ver or  wrapper  in  an  entire  state,  in  order  that 
the  place  of  delay  may  be  ascertained  by  an 
examination  of  the  post  marks. 

Troubles  and  loss  occasionally  rise  out  of 
the  carelessness  or  dishonesty  of  parties  employ- 
ed in  the  post  office  service  ;  yet  instances  are 
not  wanting  in  which  it  has  been  shown  to  the 
satisfaction  even  of  the  complainants,  that  the 
fault  at  first  attributed  to  the  post  office,  in 
truth  rested  in  other  quarters.  Thefts  by  pri- 
vate hands,  although  very  difficult  of  proof, 
have  not  unfrequently  been  brought  to  light ; 
and  it  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  those  who 
suffer  loss  should,  in  the  first  instance,  and 
while  the  circumstances  are  fresh,  endeavor 
to  ascertain  with  the  utmost  precision  all  par- 


ticulars respecting  the  despatch  or  receipt  of  thJ 
lost  letters  or  papers,  and  lose  no  time  in  comJ 
municating  this  information  to  the  Inspector] 
Indeed,  generally  speaking,  it  is  only  by  careful 
inquiry  into  minute  details  that  the  ofTendeq 
can  be  detected,  whether  he  be  a  servant  oi 
the  Department  or  not. 

Time  is  generally  required  to  carry  out  anjj 
material  change  in  postal  arrangements ;  M 
even  when  decided  upon,  old  contracts,  requil 
ring  notice  of  termination,  may  have  to  be  go| 
rid  of,  and  tenders  for  new  contracts  inviteij 
by  public  advertisement,  before  the  decisioq 
can  take  effect. 

New  post-offices  are  established  by  the  Dej 
partment   wherever   it  is   ascertained  that 
sufficient  number  of  inhabitants  can  be  accoml 
modated,  and  a  sufficient  amount  of  postal  ref 
venue   collected  to  warrant  such  a  measurol 
When  a  new  post  office  is  required,  a  pctitioi 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Postmaster-General 
signed  by  as  many  of  the  inhabitants  as  cai 
conveniently  subscribe  the  same.     The  petitioj 
should  state  the  name  of  the  township  and  tb 
number  of  the  lot  and  concession  on  which  iti 
desired  the   office  should  be  established  ;  thl 
distance  from  the  neighboring  offices ;  whethef 
at  the  site  of  the  proposed  post  office  there! 
a  village ;   the  number  of  mills,  stores,  tav| 
ems,  and  houses  thereat ;  the  extent  of  the  sel 
tlement  to  be  served  and  the  probable  cost  ( 
the  mail  ;  together  with  any  other  facts  whicl 
may  form  any  ground  for  the  accommodatiol 
applied  for.
